ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER  196 A. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  ny  Annual  report  on  the  Health  and  Vital 
Statistics  of  the  Llangollen  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December  1965* 

A disastrous  fire  occurred  in  the  Town  Hall  buildings  during  December 
which  seriously  damaged  the  structure  including  the  Council  Offices  and 
had  a depressing  effect  at  the  close  of  the  year.  This  was  the  third 
fire  to  occur  in  the  Town  Hall  since  its  erection  in  approximately  I8661 
Nevertheless  it  continues  to  rise  again  like  a Phoenix  frcm  its  own 
ashes  which  is  something  to  be  proud  of. 

There  were  no  serious  epidemics  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year  though  there  were  repercussions  from  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  outbreak 
so  that  certain  precautions  had  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  suspected 
tinned  meats. 

Our  newly  completed  sewerage  disposal  works  has  been  working 
satisfactorily  for  over  twelve  months  and  has  now  raised  the  status  of 
the  Dee  at  Llangollen  from  a large  sewer  to  a pure  and  beautiful  stream. 
The  works  has  become  an  object  of  considerable  interest  to  those  bodies 
teaching  the  functions  of  a modern  sewage  works  and  quite  a number  of 
students  are  shown  around  by  request. 

The  Sewage  scheme  was  of  the  utmost  significance  in  view  of 
Llangollen's  importance  as  a Tourist  Centre  in  the  summer  months  and 
particularly  the  attraction  of  the  Lite  mat  ional  Musical  Eisteddfod  when 
the  towns  resources  can  be  strained  to  the  limit.  Now  we  can  be  sure 
that  all  can  be  safely  catered  for. 

The  buildihg  programme  is  proceeding  slowly  but  surely  but  the 
houses  will  not  be  ready  until  next  year.  Other  plans  are  ready  for 
further  building  projects  which  will  enable  us  to  deal  with  the  slum 
clearance  programme. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  196 3 came  into  force 
during  1964.  This  requires  that  all  these  places  must  be  visited  and 
reported  on  to  see  that  they  comply  with  the  new  regulations.  These 
are  very  complicated  but  there  is  a time  limit  which  extends  to  1966. 

This  will  entail  much  extra  work  for  our  Surveyor  who  is  already  hard 
pressed. 

I am  also  very  grateful  to  him  for  the  help  and  support  he  gives 
in  the  furtherance  of  the  public  health  work  and  for  his  participation 
in  this  report.  I am  also  indebted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council 
for  his  help  and  advice  during  the  year.  Finally  I greatly  appreciate 
the  kindness  and  consideration  shown  to  me  by  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee.

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  Llangollen  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
was  exactly  3000  for  1964  as  compared  to  3010  in  1963.  So  we  find  that 
as  yet  there  has  been  no  change  for  the  better  for  the  effects  of  our 
new  building  plans  have  not  had  time  to  make  themselves  felt. 

The  narrow  limits  of  the  district's  boundaries  also  produce  a 
cramping  effect.  New  bldod  and  industries  are  a vital  necessity  if 
our  population  is  to  increase. 

II  vital  statistics. 

LIVE  BIRTHS  (Comparability  factor  1.16 ) 

There  was  a total  of  54  live  births  during  1964  as  compared  to  44 
in  1963  which  shows  an  increase  of  10. 

The  births  included  21  boys  and  33  girls  af  whom  2 boys  and  1 girl 
were  illegitimate . Of  these  births  33  took  place  in  the  tom  but  20 
were  bom  outisde  the  district  for  particular  reasons. 

STILL  BIRTHS. 

There  were  three  still  births  during  1964  as  compared  to  only 
1 in  1963. 

The  still  birthrate  was  52.6  That  for  England  and  Wales  was  16,3-. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  birth  rate  was  18.00  but  when  adjusted  for  comparison  with 
England  and  Wales  was  20c88.  That  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.4 
so  that  this  year  our  birth  rate  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales. 


DEATHS. 

Once  again  the  Registrar  General  has  |p.ven  the  number  of  deaths 
according  to  age  groups.  This  enables  us  to  see  at  which  ages  most 
deaths  occur  and  how  the  sexes  vary. 

It  also  shows  at  what  age  certain  diseases  are  most  lethal. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1964  was  34  compared 
to  34  in  1963  so  that  there  has  been  no  increase  this  year.  The  deaths 
included  21  males  and  13  femaies.

This  shews  that  17  males  and  9 females  died  over  the  age  of  55 
while  only  4 males  and  4 females  died  under  55  years,  but  2 of 
these  were  infant  deaths. 

DEATH  RATE  (Comparability  Factor  0,90) 

The  death  rate  was  11.33  but  the  adjusted  rate  was  10.20  which 
is  almost  the  same  as  in  1963. 

The  death  rate  for  Ehgland  and  "Wales  was  11.3  Our  adjusted  death 
rate  is  thus  seen  to  be  lcwer  than  that  for  England  arid  Wales  for 
the  second  year  in  succession. 

INFANT  deaths. 

There  were  unfortunately  2 infant  deaths  during  1964  whereas 
there  were  none  in  1963.  They  were  both  infant  girls  under  the  age 
of  4 weeks. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  37.03  as  compared  to  20.0  for 
England  and  Wales  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  Ehgland  and 
Wales  but  our  rate  was  much  higher  than  usual. 

Causes  of  death . 

The  two  main  causes  of  death  were  Cancer  and  Diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation.  There  were  eight  deaths  from  cancer  as 
compared  to  7 in  1963.  These  included  4 men  and  4 women.  Cancer 
of  the  lung  was  the  chief  cause  of  death  in  men  over  55  years  for 
there  were  three  as  compared  to  only  1 in  1963,  and  this  was  in 
spite  of  the  anit-smoking  campaign.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulation  caused  16  deaths  as  compared  to  18  in  1963.  These 
included  11  men  and  5 women.  The  5 women  were  all  over  65  years 
old  but  the  ages  of  the  men  ranged  from  35  years  to  75  years  and 
over.  Among  these  we  find  that  Coronary  disease  was  responsible  for 
7 deaths  including  5 men  and  2 women.  Other  diseases  caused 
comparatively  few  deaths.  Accidents  caused  2 deaths,  one  boy  aged 
15  died  in  a road  accident  while  another  young  boy  also  died  of 
another  type  of  accident. 

There  were  no  suicidal  deaths  during  1964. 

Smoking  and  Cancer. 

During  February  the  Council  engaged  the  services  of  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education  for  the  promotion  of  an  intensive  publicity 
campaign  on  the  subject  of  health  and  smoking. 

It  was  felt  that  the  campaign  should  concentrate  mainly  on  the 
younger  generation,  particularly  school  children.  It  is  estimated 
that  a large  proportion  of  school  boys  and  girls  are  smoking  regularly 
in  the  rteenage!,  and  once  started  the  habit  is  difficult  to  break. 
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The  lecturer  spent  the  morning  and  afternoon  of  13th  February  at 
Dinas  Bran  School,  where  great  interest  was  shown  by  the  children 
in  the  films  and  talks  that  were  given  but  whether  it  had  any  permanent 
effect  remains  to  be  seen. 

During  the  evening  of  February  13th  a meeting  was  held  in  the 
Town  Hall  to  which  the  general  public  were  invited  to  attend. 

A film  was  shown  and  a lecture  given  to  a most  disappointing  audience 
of  only  about  15  persons. 

Such  a poor  response  is  disheartening  to  the  organisers  of 
these  campaigns  and  I personally  felt  very  despondent.  Deaths  from 
lung  cancer  have  risen  from  5 >000  a year  in  1920  to  over  26,000 
a year  in  1964. 

These  figures  show  how  real  and  urgent  the  problem  is. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 

The  law  requires  that  all  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
should  be  notified  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as 
soon  as  they  are  suspected.  Judging  from  the  few  notifications 
received  in  Llangollen  it  would  appear  that  the  law  is  morehonoured 
in  the  breach  than  in  the  observance.  Only  21  cases  of  Measles 
were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  to  52  in  1963«  It  was 
satisfactory  to  find  that  no  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
notified.  The  war  against  Tuberculosis  has  had  most  spectacular 
results  in  recent  years,  so  that  cures  can  be  certain  if  the  disease 
is  caught  in  time  c 

Another  good  indication  of  the  progress  made  is  the  closing  down 
of  many  sanatoria  throughout  the  country  as  redundant  and  are  now  used 
for  other  purposes 3 


MASS  RADIOGRAPH! . 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  has  played  a great  part  in 
helping  to  stamp  out  Tuberculosis  by  locating  the  hidden  sources  of 
unsuspected  Tubercular  infection.  Once  found  these  sources  of 
infection  can  be  eliminated  by  modern  treatment;  the  service  visited 
Llangollen  during  November  for  the  purpose  of  X-Raying  the  general 
population. 

They  stayed  for  a week  from  Monday  November  16 th  to  Friday 
November  20th.  There  was  quite  a good  response  for  451  persons 
turned  up  including  181  men  and  27O  women.  The  full  results  are 
shown  in  the  table  on  Page  5.  The  service  also  visits  the  various 
factories  and  workshops  in  Llangollen  periodically  and  X-rays  the 
employees.  Details  of  these  visits  are  given  In  the  appropriate 
tables.  The  Horticultural  and  Botanical  Associations  1 Factory 
was  visited  and  106  persons  X-rayed  but  no  details  given. 

IMMUNISATION  aND  VACCINATION. 

By  means  of  immunisation  and  vaccination  of  young  children, 
the  most  spectacular  results  have  been  achieved  in  reducing  the 
incidence  of  Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox. 
Before  these  measures  were  adopted  these  diseases  were  the  "chief 
killers 11  of  children  bpt  now  Diptheria  and  Smallpox  have  been 
practically  eliminated  from  this  country  and  Whooping  Cough  and 
Polio  are  far  less  common  and  not  so  severe  in  character.  Immunisation 
against  Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  is  inducted  by 
injecting  a triple  antigen  in  babies  at  about  the  age  of  three 
months.  Booster  doses  are  given  at  the  age  of  18  months  to  maintain 
the  protection. 

13  children  received  primary  doses  and 
23  children  received  boosting  doses. 


WELSH  HOSPITAL  BOaRD  - MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE, 
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VACCINATION  AGaINST  SMALLPOX. 

The  main  danger  from  Smallpox  is  by  sea  or  air  travel  when 
persons  infected  may  arrive  in  this  country  and  start  an  outbreak 
of  the  disease. 

The  outbreaks  can  be  kept  under  control  if  all  the  contacts 
are  vaccinated  at  once.  Facilities  are  available  at  clinics 
and  by  private  doctors  for  all  babies  whose  parents  wish  them  to  be 
vaccinated  to  be  done.  Adults  can  also  be  vaccinated  when 
necessary  as  is  often  the  case  if  they  wish  to  travel  abroad. 

6 children  under  5 years  and  1 of  15  years  received  primary 
vaccination 

Only  1 person  over  15  years  was  revaccinated. 

POLIO  vaccination. 

Polio  Vaccination  is  given  to  infants  at  about  the  age  of 
7 months,  but  any  person  can  be  vaccinated  up  to  the  age  of  4 0 
years. 

Babies  have  three  doses  in  syrup  for  3 months,  while  school 
children  and  adults  are  given  the  vaccine  on  lump  sugar.  Adults  do 
not  appear  to  realise  that  they  are  as  much  at  risk  from  Polio  as 
children  and  the  results  can  be  just  aw  fatal  or  crippling, 
consequently  it  is  just  as  important  for  them  to  be  vaccinated  as  the 
children.  Unfortunately  they  are  neglecting  to  seek  protection  and 
so  remain  easy  victims  for  attack. 

11  children  under  5 years  received  primary  doses 

6 children  of  school  age  received  boosting  doses. 

These  figures  show  that  the  response  is  poor  even  among 
children,  and  could  well  be  improved  upon. 

HOUSING  AND  SLUM  CLEARANCE. 

Llangollen  being  a very  old  town  has  many  houses  which  have 
seen  their  best  days  neither  do  they  come  up  to  the  modern  standards 
of  lfit  houses1  which  should  contain  all  modern  amenities 0 These 
hkuses  were  surveyed  in  1955  and  designated  as  slum  clearance  areas. 
Now  that  houses  are  being  built  it  will  be  possible  to  rehouse 
people  living  in  these  sub-standard  houses  in  the  near  future. 

Greater  details  are  given  in  the  section  of  the  report  written  by 
the  Surveyor. 


CHIROPODT  SERVICE. 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  provision  of  the 
cniropody  Service  in  Llangollen  which  commenced  in  1962  and  has  worked 
successfully  ever  since.  There  is  at  present  oni.ylchiropodist  to 
serve  East  Eenbighshire  but  there  is  more  work  than  one  man  can 
cope  with.  However  provision  has  been  made  for  the  appointment  of  an 
additional  chiropodist  in  the  near  future,  which  will  enable  the  'work 
to  be  extended.  There  were  84  persons  on  the  register  and  23 
sessions  were  held  per  quarter.  The  Chiropody  service  is  much  appreciated 
and  does  invaluable  work  to  relieve  those  suffering  from  foot  complaints. 
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sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district.

Opinion  The  Chemical  condition  of  this  water  is  satisfactory  and, 
assuming  that  the  same  applies  to  the  bacteriological  condition,  the 
water  may  be  regarded  as  suitable  for  domestic  purposes.  The  content 
of  flouride  is  negligible. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  continues  to  work  satisfactorily.  During 
the  year  the  Dee  and  Clwyd  River  Board  have  taken  samples  of  the  final 
effluent  and  on  each  occasion  the  analysis  has  proved  satisfactory  to 
their  standards. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  All  premises 
except  a few  outlying  houses  receive  a weekly  collection. 

The  method  of  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at 
the  Council’s  own  refuse  tip  at  Wenffrwd, 

During  the  year  the  tipping  site  was  extended  by  carrying  out 
considerable  excavation  work,  eventually  it  will  be  necessary  to 
acquire  additional  land  for  disposal  purposes. 

The  system  introduced  last  year  whereby  catering  establishments 
can  have  additional  collections  on  a fixed  charge  basis  has  continued 
during  this  year  and  has  proved  most  satisfactory  both  to  the  caterers 
and  the  Council. 

A charge  is  also  made  for  persons  transporting  their  own  refuse 
to  the  disposal  site  and.it  is  found  that  there  is  much  less  abuse 
of  our  tip  than  in  the  past. 
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HOUSING. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Contractors  commenced  work  on  the  erection 
of  22  dwellings. 

The  development  consists  of  three  blocks  which  have  been  designed 
to  fit  into  the  existing  Maes  Pengwern  Estate,  one  four  storey  block 
to  contain  eight  three  bedroomed  maisonettes  each  for  families  of  four 
or  five  persons,  a block  consisting  of  five  aged  persons  bedsitting 
type  flats  on  the  ground  floor  with  five  two  bedroom  maisonettes  above 
and  the  third  block  containing  four  one  bedroom  flats,  two  on  the  ground 
floor  and  two  on  the  first  floor.  Each  of  the  dwellings  is  fitted  with 
gas  fired  warm  air  heating  units. 

When  complete  the  dwellings  are  to  be  occupied  by  persons  living 
in  sub-standard  houses. 

Thirteen  houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 
RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council  have  one  trainted  rodent  operator  who  gives  part  of 
his  time  to  this  service.  Two  comprehensive  sewer  treatments  were 
carried  out  successfully  during  the  year  and  numerous  minor  treatments 
were  given  to  infestations  of  both  rats  and  mice  in  private  houses. 

STANDARD  AND  DISCRETIONARY  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 


The  Council  approved  two  applications  for  Standard  Grants  and  two 
for  Discretionary  grants  during  the  year. 

MOVEABLE  EWELLINGS. 

There  are  six  caravans  sited  on  one  farm  and  one  on  another  farm 
in  the  area  for  which  a licence  has  been  granted  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  I960. 

There  is  no  organised  camping  site  in  the  area  and  during  the 
simmer  months  scores  of  tents  are  set  up  in  fields  around  the  Town, 
Some  parties  are  well  organised  and  orderly  but  a few  are  unruly  and 
tend  to  give  tenting  a bad  reputation. 

FOOD  INSPECTIONS. 


Twenty  eight  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  and  sold  for  human  consumption. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  and  management  is  well  maintained. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  foodstuffs  which  have  been 
condemned  as  unfit  during  the  year.

A firm  of  food  manufacturers  were  prosecuted  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  1955.  The  offence  was  that  three  pieces  of  a sewing  needle 
were  found  in  a can  of  baked  beans.  The  firm  was  fined  £20  and  costs. 

ICE  CREAM. 

30  Premises  are  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  the 
sale  of  prepacked  Ice  cream  only. 

Periodic  visits  are  made  to  ensure  that  the  premises  and  apparatus 
conform  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.
